new, territory which the federal jcov- 
urnment of Mexico proposes to carve' 
out of the long nncouqcered portion of 
southeastern (Yucatan,- says Thomas R. 
Dawley, Jr:; in the Outlook. For many 
years the independent Mayas of this 
region not only have bid defiance to 
the Mexican arms, but at one time they 
carried the war to the very wails of 
Merida, the capital of the country. 
Last year the Mexicans established a 
landing upon the coast just above Brit- 
ish Honduras, in the Chetumal bay, 
and took possession of the abandoned 
town of Bacarla, the inhabitants of 
which had been massacred by the In- 
dians on one fatal night some fifty years 
ago. 
AVith Bacarla as a base, the 


troops worked north in combination- 
with a column from the opposite direc- 
tion and succeeded in taking the myth- 
ical city of Chan Santa Cruz, the Indian 
stronghold. The city proved to be an 
old mission, town of the $ranciscans 
which had been abandoned by them 
years before the Mayas rose in rebel- 
lion and which had been forgotten ia 
the .legendary his^Oiry of the natives. 
With the taking of. this stronghold the 
power of ,the rebels was broken; since 
that time the federal government has 
been studying various plans to open up 
the country to immigration and for- 
eign investments. 
• , .- 
• 


It is now proposed to give it a terri- 


torial government, separating it from 
the state of Yucatan. President Diaz, 
according to the provision established 
by- law, has fixed the price of land at 
$2 per .hectare, and a large colonization 
company has. already obtained a con- 
cession of 723,000 hectares which it in- 
tends to exploit immediately for the 
rich cabinet woods, dyewoods and gum 
chicle. 


Some idea of the size of this new 


territory' may be formed by comparing 
the 
• peninsula of Yucatan -with Eng- 


land, which it nearly equals in area. 
Although the bounds of the proposed 
territory are as yet undefined farther 
than the coast line bordering the Carib- 
bean sea and the river Hondo, which 
separates^!! from British Honduras, it 
.•will probably take in one -third of 
the peninsula, or , 16,000 square miles 
of territory, all of which Is to be 
opened up_to the. immigrant and ven- 
turesome .capitalist.'' This country is 
•cpvere4 with great forests of logwood, 
mahogany, gum" chicle and cedar trees, 
and in .the interior beyond the forests 
are great savannas or plains, --covered 
with luxuriant grass, suitable for cattle 
raising. 
• * 


The soil of this country is~so rich that 


the Indian who_ inhabited it_never re- 
quired the use of a plow, not even a 
hoe, to raise his much needed corn, 
•which is his chief food. 
He simply 


cut down the trees, let them dry 
through the season* <and then, setting 
fire to them, the ground was ready for 
the corn, which he. planted with a 
sharpened stake, simply making a hole 
in the soil, dropping the corn in and 
covering it up' with his foot. 


All that this rich territory now re- 


quires for its development is a popula- 
tion, and that the Mexican government 
is seeking' to the best of its ability. 
Criminals and many of the undesirable 
residents of Mexico are being seat 
there, as- are also the wives and chil- 
dren of the Ynqui braVes, who are 
carrying on "a war against the federal 
government of Spnora. Once in the 
territory they are" kept under surveil- 
lance, according to the degree of their 
crimes, or made to work out a sen- 
tence accordingly. 


Plans have been submitted to the 


.governin'ent for dredging a canal at 
Bacarla Chico into Chetumal bay to 
enable vessels drawing fifteen feet to 
enter from the sea, thus avoiding the 
necessity of going .farther down into 
British waters around Albergris key. 
The establishment of a port in this 
vicinity is already looked, upon by the 
merchants of Belize as a great injury 
to their fast disappearing trade. But 
what will be the greatest achievement 
of the Mexican is the establishment of 
a port and tbe building of a future 
city on Ascension bay, farther np the 
coast. While Progreso, the only port 
of Yucatan, is merely an open road- 
stead on tbe north coast. Ascension 
bay is a -tranquil sheet of water, fur- 
nishing a safe harbor for a fleet of ves- 
sels If need-be. It is estimated that a 
port in this bay is destined to become 
a great city as tropical cities go.

The angle between the kitchen floor 


mid the wall, where dirt is wont to ac- 
cumulate and which the a-vwagi' house- 
maid is not overparticular about keep- 
ing clean, id a bugbear to the con- 
scientious housekeeper. To meet this 
weed an up to dale kltclun lloor has 
been devised which dosenes to be- 
come extremely popular. Compounded 
of cement and sawdust, it has a smooth 
and shining surface of a yellowish 
shade which is easily kept clean. In- 
stead of the ordinary baseboard the 
floor is continued up on to the wall for 
a distance of eight or ten inches, so as 
to form a baseboard, the usual angle 
being replaced by a curve. There are 
thus no cracks or crevices, and the 
amount of fretting and energy saved 
by this simple device if adopted will 
be beyond computation.—Exchange. 


Cake. 


The whites of nine large fresh eggs. 


When they are partly beaten, add oue- 
half teaspconful of cream of tartar 
and then finish beating. The cream 
of tartar makes them lighter. 
Then 


add one and- a quarter cups of granu- 
lated sugar. Stir the sugar very light- 
ly into the whites of the eggs and add 
a teaspoonful of vanilla. Have flour 
sifted five times, measure a cupful 
and fold it in very carefully, not with 
a circular motion, and do not stir long. 
Turn it into a Turk's head mold and 
bake forty-five minutes. Do not grease 
the mold, and when taken out of the 
oven invert it until the cake is cold be- 
fore removing from,the pan.

use a patent egg beater for this cake, 
but a whip, taking long, rapid strokes, 
and make it in a large plattei, not a 
bowl.

Fcr Hats and Rubber*. 


Those hats and" rubbers which are al- 


ways bringing forth reprimands from 
mother because of the forgetfulncss of 
the little • folks to pat them in the 
closet can best be taken care of on 
shelves. In onr back entry we have a 
shelf, on which, being low, the little 
ones can put their rubbers without any 
trouble. Just about eight inches above 
is another shelf the same size, where 
the little bats are thrown, without a 
great deal of ceremony. Since it has 
been there their headgear has had a 
fresher, more presentable appearance. 
No doubt it is owing to the remarkable

Boil s-i 
together, skim until clear, then add to 
this quantity of spiced simp two 
pounds of the fruit Cook slowly until 
half done. Let cocJ in the sirup over- 
night In the moraing drain off the 
sjinjp. reheat put the fruit in jars and 
pour the hot sinip over it When cold, 
tie up well and keep ia a cold, dry 
place.

The American citizen who sees the 


new White House and has the oppor- 
tunity of wandering through its rooms 
will feel that the president is fitly 
housed, says the New York Times. 
There is a great deal more space in 
the new White House, and the decora- 
tion of the rooms of tbe reconstructed 
building will be in keeping with the 
other alterations. 


The great east room is already com- 


pleted. This runs north and south the 
entire depth of the White House, mak- 
ing a grandiose apartment 78 by 38 
feet 
It is all in white. 
The walls 


are marked off by fluted Corinthian 
pilasters and panels. There is a lib- 
eral use of decorative features and 
rich gilding, so that, with a certain 
noble simplicity ia keeping with the 
architectural character of the house 
itself, there is a refined dignity that 
accords with the large public func- 
tions for which this room is used. 
There are windows on three sides of 
the room, and a veranda adjoins its 
eastern wall. 


The corresponding west side is en- 


tirely taken up by the state dining 
room, which has been considerably 
enlarged, so that it is now 38 by 49 
feet, and the private dining room on 
the riorth side, which is 28 by 25 feet 
A large pantry 
adjoins this. The 


state dining -room, as befits its pur- 
pose, is one of the richest in its treat- 
ment. It is finished in imported Eng- 
lish oak, a wood of a rich natural 
brown and beautifully grained. The 
carving and gilding in this room are 
magnificent, yet with that touch of 
leserve which marks the decoration 
of. the entire house. The parquet Soor 
will have a deep border ^of marble^ 
and the same material forms a base 
for the woodwork of the wall. 
The 


ceiling, in stucco, will be ornate. A 
large marble fireplace is at the middle 
of the west wall. A great American 
eagle is an appropriate and graceful 
feature of tbe panel above the fire- 
place. « 


Between the east room and the state 


dining room there are three 'smaller 
rooms on the south side — the green 
room, the red room and the blue room. 
The red room, an oval 39 by 29 feet in 
dimension, is between the two others, 
w'bk-h are each 28 by ,22. so that this 
oval is in tbe middle of the southern 
front, Its "southern "etu-ve projecting 
somewhat beyond the li'ne of the bouse 
and forming a bay, which is continued 
on the floor above, 


These -three rooms will be treated in 


velours of the ^several colors which 
have " given them their names. Al- 
though their dimensions do not call for 
such, elaborate treatment as the enor- 
mous east room or the state dining 
room, they will have in hangings and 
furniture a harmonious and delight- 
fully decorative character. 


The rest of the space on tbe ground 


floor is taken up by the vestibule 
which the Pennsylvania avenue "en- 
trance opens into, a spacious corridor, 
a fine stairway at the east side and 
an elevator and small anteroom at the 
west side. 


The fioor above is given over to living 


quarters for tbe president and bis fam- 
ily. 
The oval room corresponding to 


the blue room of the ground floor is the 
library. On tbe side toward the east 
are two bedrooms and an office room 
which open into a sitting room whose 
windows look to the east. The ar- 
rangement of the south side west of the 
library is the same. On the north side 
there are six bedrooms. A large hall 
with skylights takes up the central 
space on this floor between these rooms. 


The tastes of Mrs. Roosevelt and Miss 


Alice have been considered in the treat- 
ment of their rooms. Everything is in 
keeping with the colonial character of 
the White- House, aad hence is marked 
by refined and tasteful simplicity. The 
hall is in a rich green burlap, with the 
woodwork and ceiling of a creamy 
white. The sitting rooms have large 
colonial windows, and the draperies of 
these windo'ws are a cretonne of an old 
fashioned pattern.- I^arge crimson hol- 
lyhocks are on Mrs. Roosevelt's, while 
artless pink roses and lilies of tbe val- 
ley in clusters •with flowing blue ribbon 
give a girlish touch to those of Miss 
Boose^elfs. 
They are draped in the 


simplest fashion. 
.Mrs. JRoosevelfs dressing room is in 
paper of a gray tint toe pattern being 
of a most delicate rose. The curtains 
are of silk, also rose colored, but of a 
richer tone. Tbe carpet is of a solid 
color in pearl gray. Miss Alice's dress- 
ing room is papered wiih a lattice pat- 


j tern witb ricb red roses, aud the cbiniz 


I curtains match it perfectly, aud the 
carpet also. 


The president's apartment at the 


southwest corner of tuis floor consists 
of a bedroom, private office, library and 
suing room. Thr bedroom 3s papered 
•with a green riMwn pattern, and the 
curtains match it. Hi* private office Js 
In rich p^tien brotrns. and Uie library 
IB a ricb brown.

Ilartzell on Africa's Wenlth. 


Dr. Otto De Thompson, a former of- 


ficer in the Boer army under General 
De Wet, who has been in St. Louis for 
several days, delivered an address the 
other night in the Ueformed chinch, 
Bays the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. In 
the course of his remarks Dr. De 
Thompson said: 


"The Boers have buried their arms 


and their flag, but they have not bur- 
ied their traditions. 
Their dream, 


•which will be realized some day, aud 
that in tbe not distant future. Is to 
form a South African republic com- 
posed of all the states from Cape Col- 
ouy to the Zambezi river. When that 
dream has become a reality, the South 
African country will again come under 
the rule of the Boers, to whom it right- 
fully belongs. 
We •were defeated not 


by tbe British, but by the Americans. 
Unaided by American supplies, Eug- 
land never could have conquered us. 


"At the battle of the Modder River, 


when 1.500 Missouri mules stampeded 
from the English lines and ran into 
our camp. General De Wet remarked 
to me, 'Even the mules refuse to aid 
tbe English.' 


"The traditions of the Boer people 


are too strong to bo forgotten. My peo- 
ple are a part and parcel of the same 
people who were driven from Eng- 
land, Germany, France and Holland 
more than 300 years ago by religious 
persecutions. 
Some of them came to 


America, and others went to South 
Africa. 
In both countries they built 


a nation. 
Both countries for a time 


were the victims of English tyranny. 
Those who settled in America threw 
off the yoke, but my people are now 
wearing it 
I caanot say how long it 


will be, but a new and a stronger 
South African republic will arise from 
the ashes of the one that has just 
been destroyed." 


After the address, which was deliv- 


ered to a large audience, Dr. De 
Thompson talked interestingly of the 
Boer people and their condition. After 
the treaty of peace he went to Europe 
and about two months ago came to the 
United States and was immediately 
assigned io the general Boer league 
for missionary duty. His object here 
Is to secure homes In Missouri for a 
colony of his countrymen who, like 
himself, have been sentenced to exile 
by tbe British government 


Dr. De Thompson said that under a 


rule of the British government all per- 
sons not natives of South Africa who 
bore arms against the English during 
the late war will not be permitted to 
return, and it is in the interest of these 
persons that he is now making a tour 
of the United States. 


Dr. De Thompson says that more 


than three-fourths of the woman and 
children of the Boer republics were 
killed or died of starvation during the 
war, and 30,000 farms were devastat- 
ed. All of these things cry out to the 
survivors and. keep alive their hope of 
a new republic and the final overthrow 
of tbe English. 


Tradition and fable never ascribed to 


Africa greater wealth than did Bishop 
J. C. Hartzell the other night at St 
James' Methodist church, says the 
Chicago Tribune. With the future of. 
the continent assured to the control of 
the white races, the missionary proph- 
esied the development of fabulous rich- 
es in minerals and precious stones. 
With this growth the speaker foresaw 
rapid progress in industrial lines. 


"The Cape to Cairo railroad has been 


forgotten in the wars of the south of 
the continent" Bishop Hartzell said, 
"but tbe project is not dead. 1- myself 
expect to ride in a Pullman car from 
one end to tbe other of tho great conti- 
nent There will be a break for some 
years in the middle of the route, where 
passengers will be transshipped from 
one rail line to the other by tbe great 
Jakes of central Africa, but it will not 
be long until the whole rail line is 
completed. 


"It will be a ride of G.OOO miles, and 


of this 2,000 mil«-s are finished at tho 
north end and a like amount at the 
south. The road is not the dream we 
are apt to consider it. It is being 
imsbed at a rate noae but Englishmen 
or Americans could realize." 


With the road the missionary told of 


other changes the future would bring. 
Great cities, populous farming: commu- 
nities, the most extensive mines on the 
globe, were elements of the progress of 
white man's Africa.

To cultivate the olfactory nerves "by 


the artistic manipulation of perfumes 
which will yield aesthetic pleasures 
similar to music or pictorial art" theie 
is going to be a perfume concert at the 
Carnegie lyceuiii on Oct. 14, "an exper- 
imental concert," as its authors mod- 
estly put it, r.ncl a succession of 
scents will be squirted about the hall 
and over the audience so adeptly that 
those present will think they are iu 
Japan, says the New York correspoud- 
ent of the Chicago Tribune. 


At least the management of the con- 


cern is j,oing to present "a melody in 
odors'' and will call the melody "A 
Trip to Japan In Sixteen Minutes," 
asking those present to believe when 
they sniff cei tain aromas that they are 
really transported sensually to the 
chrysanthemum kingdom. That the 
blunted olfactory nerves of the Philis- 
tines may be persuaded if possible the 
illusion will be helped out by the as- 
sistance of "two geishas and a solo 
dancer," who will perform while the 
perfumes are being squirted. 


The persons in charge of the arrange- 


ments for the occasion have tliis to 
say: 


"It is a well known scientific fact 


that odors excite impressions ia the 
human mind not unlike those produced 
by music. 


"JSvery one has experienced that a 


smell suddenly appreciated, perhaps of 
some flower that grew ia the old home- 
stead where ,,we spent our childhood 
days, sends back one's train of thought 
to scenes of the past more rapidly and 
more vividly than any other art medi- 
um. It seems strange that a sense so 
easily excited has been-left in a primi- 
tive and dormant state, as ottr olfac- 
tory nerves undoubtedly could be culti- 
vated to such an extent that an artist's 
manipulation of perfumes would yield 
resthetic pleasures similar to music or 
pictorial art. 


"That this has never been accom- 


plished has been due largely to the 
lack of an apparatus capable of driv- 
ing odors forcibly enough into an au- 
dienca and of producing precise im- 
pressions even at great distances. 


"Such an apparatus has been mvent- 


.ed lately, and the first perfume social 
will demonstrate bow far perfumes 
can be combined to an artistic entity 
similar to a melody or a~ piece of de- 
scriptive umsic. It will remain for the 
audience to decide whether the at- 
tempt has been a successful one."

scarce or has been seemed by unusual 
effort.

whether the growing season v, ill be 
dry'or not, and farmers will take out 
an insurance policy by planting more 
drought resisting feed crops, a greater 
variety of feed crops, and they will 
prepare their lands and cultivate their 
ciops in a manner to protect them- 
selves from the heretofore certain re- 
sults of a protected di ought. Then if 
seasons are favorable they will have 
more feed to sell, and if the seasons 
are unfavorable they will have plenty 
for home use and perhaps some to sell. 
We dou't expect all fwrruers to do this, 
but that doesn't 'matter much. The 
price will be all the better for those 
who have feed to sell. 


Destroying; Wild Mustard. 


This is a'bad plant when it obtains 


possession of a farm. It is often intro- 
duced through clover seed, but may 
get in through oats or other seeds. 
Where not too abundant, the best 
means to eradicate it is by hand pull- 
ing, provided this is done before the 
seeds are ripe. Another method of de- 
stroying mustard y^iiich has been wide- 
ly recommended is. the spraying of in- 
fested fields with _a solution of blue- 
stone or copper sulphate. 
This must 


be done before the mustard plants have 
leached a height of eight or nine 
inches. 
Two pounds of bluestone to 


ten gallons of water are used. Where 
neither of these methods is practicable 
a weeder or slant tooth hanow may be 
used to good advantage with grain 
crops. It is not only safe, but of ad- 
vantage to the crops. Two weediugs 
should be given before the gram -is 
seven or eight inches high.—American 
Agriculturist 


The TToVag Clover. 


If every clover seed in a bushel 


would make a plant that In ed, a bush- 
el would seed twenty acres of land. 
On this score some farmers criticise 
the usa of ten to fifteen pounds of seed 
par acre, but our success with one field 
of August sown clover is due to heavy 
seeding. Part of the seed was cut in 
with a good harrow, and it could 
not have made plants if a rain had 
packed the ground. Other seed was 
sown on the same ground after the 
harrow. 
The drought Killed all sur- 


ace plants, but the ones that had come 
up through three inched-of loose soil 
have made constant growth, aud the 
stand is good. In another field and in 
the corn comparatively few plants 
ived. but there may be enough if the 
'all is favorable. Heavy seeding in- 
sures a plant in every"-location favor- 
able to growth; licrbt seeding does not. 
—Stockman and Farmer. 


The Orchard. 


Mulching orchard trees with vegeta- 


ble matter causes them to send out 
feeding roots near tbe surface. There- 
fore it becomes necessary to continue 
to mulch, as plowing \vould interfere 
with the shallow root system.

IS CONSIDERED AN HONOR.

They have some curious notions 


about servants in Japan. Instead of 
its being .considered a disgrace to go 
into domestic service in that country 
it is an honor, writes Mr. Douglas Sla- 
den. 


Jinrikisba boys and grooms may not 


.have the honor of being servants at 
all, but are tradesmen, which is the 
lowest thing of all in Japan short of 
being an eta, or member of the class 
ot outcasts. Grooms are excluded as 


' a betting, gambling, cheating lot (the 


Japanese think it impossible for a 
groom to be honest) and the rickshaw 
boys as rough people without any man- 
ners. 


There are two classes of servants, 


personal and kitchen. 
Kitchen serv- 


ants need have no knowledge of eti- 
quette. 
They are sometimes rough 


creatures from the country, no better 


- than rickshaw boys. 
They are dull, 


contented drudges, but Cook San (Mr. 
Cook) is held in a very different esti- 
mation. In a small household he does 
the catering and keeps the accounts as 
iwell as superintends the ridiculous lit- 
tle bird's nest of charcoal ash which 
cooks the meals in Japan. 


The personal servants show a hu- 


mility to their employers which would 
paralyze an Englishman with any 
sense'of humor, and their masters as- 
sume an etiquette air of comma'nd.

ants expect a considerable amount of 
politeness.

STORY OF A FAMOUS POEM 


How Cray'* "deny" Mnrte lu First 


Public Apiienraucc. 


One of the most celebrated of eight- 


eenth century poems, Gray's "Elegy." 
made its first public'appearance In the 
shape of a hurriedly printed pamphlet, 
which was sold for sixpence. This pub- 
lication was the result of a curious 
race for priority. Gray completed the 
poem some time in 1750, but had no 
immediate intention of publishing it. 
A copy, however, found its way into 
the hands of a Mr. Owen, the publish- 
er and proprietor of the Magazine of 
Magazines, a recently established peri- 
odical, and he wrote to the poet stat- 
ing his intention of printing it in his 
magazine, and asking his co-operation. 
The proposal was not at all agreeable 
to Gray, but seeing that publication was 
inevitable, he wrote at once to Horace 
Walpole explaining the circumstance 
and asking him to get Dodsley to print 
it immediately, but without the au- 
thor's name. 
Walpolc handed the 


poem to Dodsley. on Feb. 12, 1751, and 
on the 20th a copy was in Gray's hands 
at Cambridge, so that it was probably 
published in London on the 18th or 
19th. 
The Magazine of Magazines for 


February, according to the then cus- 
tom, was published toward the end of 
the month, and may have come out on 
the same day. The rival editions must 
have appeared, it is pretty safe to say, 
within a few hours of each other. The 
action of the magazine editor was 
hardly justifiable, but it laid the read- 
ing world under a debt of obligation 
by forcing the poem into print. Sev- 
eral original copies of the ''Elegy" in 
the poet's writing are in existence. 
One, 
which was sold for $1,150 at 


Sotheby's in 1875, was especially in- 
teresting from the number of correc- 
tions and erasures made by the au- 
thor's hand. In this manuscript Gray 
had substituted "Cromwell" and "Mil- 
ton" for "Ca?sar and "Tully" as be had 
originally written. His friend Mason 
is said to have suggested this altera- 
tion as well as the title of the poem, 
which Gray at first simply called 
"Stanzas."—Golden Penny,

HOW AN INFANT SLOWLY 
LEARNS 


TO EXERCISE IT. 


M Pint the Newborn Babe Uun tbe 


Power Only to DlfltlngnUh Between 
Llitht and Darkti«>«—Tli« Ucrvlop- 
ment of the 1'owcr of Vlnlon. 


The sense most early exercised by 


the newborn infant is the sense of 
Eight, but at first it has the power only 
to distinguish light from darkness and 
is in comparison with its later devel- 
opment blind, while in many of the 
lower creatures the senses are at birlh 
fully developed. 


What a difference there is between 


the dull eye of the newborn infant and 
the sharp vision of tbe young chick, 
which is able to pick up with precision 
a grain of corn or even snap up a fly 
while the eggshell may be still stick- 
Ing to its back! The eye of the Infant, 
however, is developed very gradually, 
and during infancy and childhood it 
learns how to see. In the first few days 
it notices the difference between light 
and darkness when the .light is very 
intense, and it may even knit its brow 
in sleep if a bright light be brought 
close to its face. 


On the same principle a striking 


bright color will also be noticed when 
held close to tbe face. 
, 


In all these cases, however, tbe in- 


fant follows tbe object by turning its 
head and not by the movement of the 
eyes. 


The eyelids open and shut from birth, 


but they are not always moved at the 
same time with the movements of the 
eyeballs until the infant has reached 
the second or third month. Under two 
or three months of age infants do not 
wink when the hand or an object is 
waved before the face, because they 
do not see tbe hand distinctly. ' 


One of tbe remarkable points of In- 


terest in the development of the' in- 
fant's power of vision is the way in 
which it learns to appreciate the ob- 
iects seen. It has to learn to discover 
the distance of objects, their shape, 
size, character, etc., and this it does 
with tLe assistance of tbe sense of 
touch. 


The face of the mother or nurse is 


made familiar in that it is brought so 
close to the infant's face. 


After the infant has learned to see 


objects distinctly at -the distance of 
several feet it begins to use both eyes 
in common. At first tb'e eyes act inde- 
pendently of each other, so tbat it un- 
doubtedly has double vision and sees 
everything double. This double vision 
can be produced by many at will by 
looking "cross eyed." 


The infant having reached the point 


when it sees an objt»rt xlearly, it must 
also begin to understand objects of 
three dimensions—thaf'is; to find out 
the difference betwee^'j a' flat surface 
and a solid body. Hdre'.the sense of 
touch also assists. Tbe infant grasps 
an object and, putting "t to its lips and 
face, satisfies itself ak to tbe shape, 
character, etc. 


It is interesting in this connection to 


note some cases in which a person born 
blind recovers sight when grown. 


In one case a young,man who had 


lost his sight in early infancy was so 
completely blinded that be could not 
distinguish even the strongest light 
from darkness. 


After on operation on one eye had 


been successfully performed he began 
to see objects without understanding 
them—not being able :to judge their 
distances from his eye-—and be felt as 
if everything was touching his eye, so 
that to touch an object he at first 
would put one finger or the hand up 
before his face, pointing at the object 
aimed at, and reach forward until bis 
finger caiae in contact with the ob- 
ject 


After he had recovered the use of 


both eyes he began to find out that 
everything was not fiat, but-that many 
things bad a certain thickness as well 
as length and breadth, and in this way 
he began to »ee solid objects. 


But even for a year or two after com- 


plete recovery he was unable to decide 
whether a certain figure was a flat sur- 
face, as in a painting, or a solid body. 


He was also obliged to lear:i the dif- 


ferent animals and objects, not know- 
ing the difference between a cat and a 
dog until he had touched them. 


We all go through just the same prec- 


ess of learning how to see in infancy. 
Tbe child may be two or three years. 
or even older, before it has control over 
its eyes and can Judge of the distance 
of objects in the room. etc. 


Tbe care of the eye is a question of 


great importance for mothers and 
uurses. The eyes of newborn infants 
should be carefully washed with fresh, 
clear water, and if anything unusual 
is noticed the physician-should be seen. 
Tbe infant's eyps are specially to be 
protected against too bright a light It 
is by no means an uncommon thing to 
see a nurse •wheeling a young infant in 
the carriage while the t-ight sun is 
pouring into the child's eyes. Tbis does 
not argue against taking infants into 
tbe sun when the •weather is not too 
warm, bnt the eyes should always be 
protected against tbe bright glare, 
whether direct or reflected.

Preserved. In the Postal Mnseum at 


the Katloaal Capital. 


One of the most interesting relics of 


obsolete postal service to be seen at 
the museum in Washington, says the 
Washington Post, is an old time Rocky 
Mountain combination passenger and 
mail coach, built in 18GS. This was 
among the first of its kind to carry the 
mails in Montana, the route of this par- 
ticular coach being from Helena to 
Eozenian, the trip consuming a week. 
The residents along the same section 
now receive four mails daily. 
The 


coach was donated to the nrascura by 
S. S. Huntiey. general manager of tlic 
Yellowstone Park Transportation com- 
pany. It teas captured by Indians in 
1877 and recaptured alter a hot pur- 
suit by General Howard. 
Many dis- 


tinsrnished persons have traveled in it. 
among them being General Garficld, be- 
fore he was president: President Ar- 
Ibur. on a visit to Montana in 1SS3, 
and General Sherman, on a tour of in- 
spection in 1877. The latter was a pas- 
senger when the coach made the dis- 
tance from Fort Ellis to Helena, 108 
males. In eight hours, six horses being 
the t^ara. -with frequent relays.
